Improvements in and relating to Reversible Golf Jackets and the like 
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I, Samuel Ciddou, oi 197, Berkeley 
Street, Carlton, in the State of Yictoria, 
Conuaaoiiwealth od' Australia, a British. 
Subject, dcf hereby decl^ure the nature of 
5 this indention to be as follows : — 

This inyentLcQi relates to golf jackets 
and like i^dnproof g^u^ments wihich. we 
so madei that thay can. be reveirsed and 
worn on dither s-ide aa desired. 

The object of the invention is to pro- 
vide in such a garment an improved 
fastening" for the cufl: wMch. is con- 
veniently reversible for use on either side 
of the garment aa the latter is reversed 
15 and is «alao i^eadily adjustable in either 
position to suit the wearer. 

According' to the invention, the g-ar- 
ment ia made with closed cufl: bands with 
a gusset-like piece in each cuff and on 
20 opposite sides of aaid piece are provided 
two tab® which fonn a fastening across 
the gusset piece to tighten the cuff. One 
tab carries a buckle while the other tab is 
made suffioiently long to engage the 
25 buclde. 

Adjacent to the junction of each tab to 
the cuff is a slit or opening in the gusset 
piece through; which the tabs can be 
passed to the opposite side of the f^arment. 
30 The openings are reinforced with 
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strengthening strips of stout fabiic which 
prevent the edg'es of the openings from 
tearing and alao bear any pulling strain 
applied on tho opening by the tabs dur- 
ing the tightening* of tne cuff. 

In a modification, the tabst instead of 
bedng positioned on opposite sides of the 
gusseb piece may be both attached to the 
cuff at the siame point, the slits or open- 
ing being then armnged one on each side 40 
a-djacent to the tabs. 

"Wlien the garment is worn on one side, 
the tabs extend across the gusset piece and 
the cuff is tightened and adjusted to suit 
the wearer by tightening the tabs as 46 
required. On the garment oeiniif reversed 
to the other side, the tabs are inserted 
through the slits or openings adjacent U) 
their junctions to the cuff and thutj come 
to the outside of the reversed garment for 60 
fastening across the gusset piece to 
tigkten the cuff. 

The invention, although simple, will be 
found to be most eft'ective in use in rain- 
prc^f garments.

Impirovements in and relating to Reversible Golf Jackets and the like 



I, Samusl Cisboe, of 197, Berkeley 
Street, Carlton, in tJie State of Yictoada, 
Commonwealth of Australia, a British 
Subject, do hereby declare the nature of 
(50 this invention <and in what manner the 
saane is to be performed, to be particularly 
described and aseertained in and by the 
following statement : — 

This invention relates to golf and like 
65 rainproof jackets which are so made that 
they can be reversed and worn on eitiier 
£ide a<9 desired. 

The object of the invention is to provide 
in such a garment an improved fastening 
70 for the cuff which is conveniently rever- 
sible for u-se on either side of the garment 
as the latter is reversed and is also 
readily adjustable in either position t<> 
suit id le wea>re(r> 
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It has previou'sly been proposed in con- 75 
neution witii reversible overcoats to pro- 
vide the cuffs of the coat with a slot for 
the passage of a strap. 

According to the invention, the gar- 
ment is made with closed cuff' bands to 80 
whioh are attached one or more tabs hav- 
ing engaigeable fastening means, and two 
slits or openings are provided in the band 
adjacent to the tab or tabs thiwigh which 
the latter are pa<9sed for use on the other 85 
side when the garment is reversed. 

The cuff may have a gusset-like piece 
inserted in it and the tabs arrauged at the 
opposite sides of said piece with the slits 
or openings adjacent to the points nl 90 
attachment of the tabs to the cuff bund. 

Alternatively, the tabs may be both 
attached to the cuff band at the same point 
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with the slits or opening's aminged 
adjacent thereto an apposite sides. 

iiel'erring* for the pui'pose of fuller 
description to the accompanying: draw- 
5 ing»s: — 

Figure 1 is u perspective view showing 
the preferred form of the invention. 

Fig. 2 is a similar view to Fig. 1, but 
showing the tabs passed through the slits 
10 ofT ojienings for use after the gaiment has 
been reversed. 

Fig. 3 shows the modified or alteniative 
form of the invention. 

The sleeve 1 has a- closed cufi! band 2 in 
15 which is preferably inserted a gusset-like 
piece 3. 

As shown in Fig. 1, two tabs 4 and 5 
are attached to the cuif on the opposite 
sides of the gusset piece 3. The tabs ixave 
20 engageable fastening means preferably of 
adjustable nature. In tke form shown, 
the tab 4 carries a. buckle (j while the other 
tab 5 is made snfhciently long to engage 
the buckle. 

25 Adjacent to the point of attachment of 
each tab to the cuh: is n slit or opening 7 
through which the tabs can. be passed to 
the opposite side of the garment. TLe 
slits or openings 7 are preferably foi'Uied 

30 ."iimilarly to buttonholes and may be rein- 
forced by strips of stout fabric incor- 
porated into the cuif band to prevent the 
edges of the openings from tearing and 
also bear any pulling strains applied on 

35 the openings by the tabs during the 
tightening of the cuif. 

In the modilied form of the invention 
shown in Fig. 3 the tabs 4 and -3 instead 
of being positioned on the apposite sides 

40 of the gusset piece 3 are both attached to 
the culf at the same point 6, the ?5lits or 
openings 7 being then arranged adjacent 
thereto on oppoisite sides. In this form, 
the tabs when fastened completely 

45 encircle the cuM. 

In use when the gannent is wo^m on one 
side, the tabs 4 and 5 extend directly 
across the gusset piece 3 as shown in Fig. 
I and the cnfl is tightened and adjusted 



to suit the wearer by tightening the tabs 50 
as required, Un 'tbe garment being 
reversed or turned to the other side, the 
t-abs are inserted through the slits or open- 
ings 7 adjacent to their points oi uvtach- 
inent to the cuh* and thus come to the out- 65 
side of the reversed garment as shown ii: 
Fig. *2 for fastening across the gussec 
piece to tighten the cuh*. 

The invention, although simpie, will be 
found to be most ettiective in use in rain- qq 
proof garments. 

Having now particularly described au«l 
ascertained the nature of my said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to bf 
performed, 1 declare that what I claim QQ 
is: — 

1. In a reversible golf or like rainproof 
jacket, a cufif having a closed cult* batul. 
one or two tabs wixh engageable iasten- 
ing means attached to said band, and two 70 
slits or openings in the band adjacent v » 
said tab or tabs through which the lattei 

is or are passed for use on the other side 
when the gannent is reversed, 

2. In a reversible golf or like rainproof 75 
jacket, a cuif as claimed in Claim 1 
wherein two tabs are arranged un oppositt^ 
sides of a gusset- like piece inserted into 
the cuff band and the slits or openings are 
adjacent to the points of attachment oi 80 
the tabs to the cuf¥ band. 

3. In a reversilile golf or like rainproof 
jacket, a cutf as claimed in Claim 1 
wherein a single tab is attached to the cuif 
band at a single point with the slit^ or 80 
opening^s arranged adjacent thereto on 
opposite sides of the point of attachment. 

4. In a reversible golf or like rainproof 
jacket, a cuff having reversible fastening 
means substantially as herein describetl 90 
and as illustrated in the accompanying 
drawings.
